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26. (Amended) A lithographic printing plate, comprising: 
an aluminum plate having a surface covered at least in part with a coating, wherein a 
part of said coating defines an image by insolubility of said part in a developer, wherein said 
insoluble part contains a higher concentration of alkaline materials than the soluble part of said 
coating, and wherein said alkaline materials are responsible for changes in solubility of said 
coatings.
